vague symbclism and shadowy forme, 
asin dreams. This is the sphere ot 
clairvoyance, clairaudience, and 
prophecy. Bat this deepens further, 
and he begins to feel, he Knows not how, 
the presence of spiritual beings. He 
feels his loved ones about him; he feels 
an ecstatic bliss pervade his spirit. I 
have gone as far as this.

If a genius 
were trying to play upon a broken mu- 
sical instrument, and we were listening 
to the discord in another room, we 
should say this can not be the man who 
has composed such beaatiful music— 
this is a deceiver; yet upon looking in 
upon him we should discover our misg- 
take.

Pincrontrovertible demonstrations of 
| science, and the operation of natural 
aw. 
| It was announced from the spirit

The Phenomena of Theosophy 


When Theosophy was started there Is 
no authoritative record, but 1t surely 
antedates Jesus of Nazareth more than 
2,000 years In Hindustan and among 
Aryan races, according to Mosheim and 
Hurd. Neither of these authorities 
gives It the notice Its importance de- 
serves. One traces it back to the Yogle, 
а very anolent sect in Perela, and the 
Other regards 1с as the religion of the 

rimitive ast Indian. Its psycholog- 
cal data have always remained в mys- 
tery to scientific men, even to thore 
who most freely admit the genuineness 
of its inexplicable phenomena, but to 
the adept the matter appears simple 
enough. Не does not regard 16 from 
the scientific point of observation, but 
simply as a devotes. A mahatma or 
teacher has told him that certain acts 
will produce the definite results de- 
scribed. Finding the effect as stated, 
he cares little for the cause. 

Whatever may have been the course 
adopted by Mme. Blavatsky, Mr. Judge, 
or any modern leader In the cult, it Is 
known that the ancient mahatmaa in 
India gave thelr whole lives and all 
their energies to the development of 
its secret power. Achela or student 
withdrew from the world, and immured 
himself in a caveor cloister for years,de- 
nying himself many necessaries of life, 
knowing nothing of pleasare, of learn- 
ing, of books, of his fellow men. In 
this seclusion he subjected himself to a 
regimen of greater severity than that 
imposed upon the criminal prisoners in 
any land; Tlgotptined both mind and 
body һу rigid self-denial ; resisted hun- 
ger, cold, and pain, not counting them 
as privation, but ав valuable lessons; 
even detled the last enemy of mortal 
man, grim death. 

How could these things become pos- 
sible to a race so outworn? It should 
be remembered that 3,000 years ago the 
Indo-Europeans were renowned for 
strength and endurance, and thelr vir- 
ility was illustrated In the many great 
armies they vanquished. They were 
{oured to  haraship before ethics 
claimed any considerable attention 
from their teachers, and contempt for 
suffering was their most prominent 
characteristic. Part of their early rell- 
gious experience was in simulation of 
death and the resurrection, and the 
Oriental Theosophist still adheres to 
thia practice. Some are actually burled 
in the earth for a week, a month even, 
and there are cases on record In which 
entombment continued forty days, at 
the end of which time the devotee was 
resurrected, апа їо half an hour com- 
pletely resuscitated. This is difficult 
to believe, but the fact has been wit- 
nessed and avouched by intelligent 
travelers from our Own and nearly 
every civilized country. 

The following incident was related 
by Captain Deming, of the English 
army: 

“Tt was said a man had been revived 
after lying inafrozan condition for 
seven or eight hours upon the Himal- 
ayas. І reported tbía to Dr. Cross, who 
said he would give 410 to witness such 
a case. Feeling ready to contribute 
half as much from my own pocket to 
the cause of science, I told an adept In 
Buddhism that 415 would be paid fora 
thoroughly frozen Hindu after гевовсі- 

tation, and he offered himself as a wlll- 
ing victim. He was frozen to a state 
of unconsciousness, and remained so 
five hours, with fieh discolored by the 
extreme cold, when Dr. Cross became 
alarmed, and ordered the adoption of 
means for bis recovery. An application 
of cold water tothe body brought on 
vivid flughings, and soon feeble pulse 
beats were discernible. Then warm 
water was applied to the whole body, 
and napkins soaked with hot water 
were placed проп the head and chest. 
Melted batter was fed to him, sparing- 

ly at first, but after a time all he would 

take. In two houre he was fully re- 

covered,well as ever, and richer by 415. 

“Croes consulted some eminent fa- 
kirse, and became convinced that they 


he had met In England or l'rance. They 
knew quite positively how far the 
nerve forces might be dlaorganized be- 
fore permanent dissolution would su- 

ervene, and It was dou »tless due to 
althful discipline that the Mast Indian 
was enabled to preserve the equlllbri- 
umof these forces under circumstances 
which in any other people would de- 
stroy their ей1сіепсу. This knowledge, 
no doubt, was due to thelr various and 
constant essays In experimental ethics, 
at the foundation of Theosophy and 
Buddhism.” —Enquirer,
